Senate leaders nearing deal 
on shutdown, debt limit

Washington— Senate leaders 
said late Monday that they were 
closing in on a deal to raise the 
federal debt limit and end the two- 
week-old government shutdown, 
just days before the Treasury 
Department exhausts its ability to 
borrow. 

The emerging agreement would 
extend the Treasury Department’s 
borrowing authority until Feb. 

7 reopen the government and 
fund federal agencies through 
mid-January, according to aides 
and lawmakers familiar with the 


negotiations. 

In the meantime, policymakers 
would launch a new round of 
talks over broader budget issues 
in hopes of developing a plan to 
replace deep automatic spending 
cuts known as the sequester 
before Jan. 15. That is when the 
next round of sequester cuts is 
scheduled to slice an additional 
$20 billion out of agency budgets, 
primarily from the Pentagon. 

The framework under 
consideration includes only minor 
changes to President Barack 
Obama’s signature health care

Inslee favors absolute cap on carbon-fuel emissions

Gov. Jay Inslee said he supports 
an absolute cap on carbon-fuel 
emissions in Washington eis one 
of a half-dozen ideas he thinks 
can get the state closer to reaching 
goals set in 2008 for cutting the 
greenhouse gas emissions linked 
to global warming. 

The cap was one the concepts 
Inslee floated during a meeting 
Monday of the Climate 
Legislative and Executive 
Workgroup that the Legislature 
created in response to his request 
this year to bring greenhouse 
gas emissions back on the state’s 
political agenda. 


“It is clear to me there is no 
silver bullet,” Inslee said. “There is 
green buckshot if you will.” 

Making his comments two days 
before the CLEW team goes on 
the road to meet with the public 
in hearings in Spokane and 
Seattle, Inslee said the state needs 
a “belt and suspenders, economy- 
wide approach to capping 
emissions.” 

The Democratic governor, who 
campaigned last year on a clean- 
energy agenda, did not get into 
details about how a cap could 
function or whether he favors a 
Califomia-style “cap and trade” 
system that lets companies that 
reduce pollution below limits to 


trade or sell pollution credits. He 
notably left a carbon tax - which 
might compete with his ongoing 
backing of a gas tax increase to 
improve highways and bridges 
- off his list of preferred options. 

Inslee’s favored approach 
includes a low-carbon fuel 
standard for transportation, 
which is the state’s biggest single 
source of greenhouse gases 
linked to global warming and 
ocean acidification. He also 
favors a phase-out of coal-fired 
electricity supplies, more energy 
efficiency in existing buildings, 
more investments in clean energy 
and planning changes that reduce 
transportation-related emissions. 


The Sierra Club put out a 
statement calling Inslee’s general 
approach the “boldest in the 
nation.” 

But Republicans on the panel 
were skeptical, and they publicly 
worried about the cost - and 
effectiveness - of any steps the 
state might take. 

Sen. Doug Ericksen, R- 
Femdale, and Rep. Shelly Short, 
R-Addy, both voiced concerns 
that the consultants hired by the 
workgroup have not yet identified 
the impact on consumers and 
industries if the cost of fuel goes 
up in Washington as a result of

Oregon may 
try again on 
Columbia 
River bridge

Portland — Supporters 
of an Oregon-only plan 
to replace the Interstate 5 
bridge across the Columbia 
River hope to put the 
issue in front of that state’s 
Legislature again as early as 
this month. 

The project is in doubt 
because it was supposed to 
be a joint effort of Oregon 
and Washington state, but 
the Washington Legislature 
didn’t put up $450 million 
to match Oregon’s 
contribution to a project 
.now estimated to cost $2.7 
billion. 

Supporters, including 
business and labor groups, 
say a new bridge is still 
critical, The Oregonian 
reported Monday. 

The project faces a 
variety of skeptics, among 
them some conservatives, 
Washington opponents 
of light-rail trains and 
environmentalists. 

The Oregon-led plan 
relies on $1.3 billion worth 
of tolls. An $850 million 
federal grant would extend 
light rail from Portland to 
Vancouver, Wash. 

A state analysis says 
the project would pencil 
out if interest rates stayed 
relatively stable and if 
the federal government 
approved a $900 million 
loan to Oregon, providing 
cash as tolls rolled in over 
the next 35 years. 

“It is all doable, but it 
is very much threading 
a needle,” said Laura 
Lockwood-McCall of the 
Oregon treasurer’s office. 

The Oregon Department 
of Transportation would 
need agreements with its 
Washington counterpart to 
oversee construction. 

During construction, 
Oregon would collect tolls 
on the existing Interstate 5 
bridge. Tolls are expected 
to range between $1.50 and 
, $4.00 each way. 

Oregon would set the 
rate. But Washington 
officials would have 
to enforce the tolls by 
punishing Washington 
drivers who refuse to pay.

the climate actions. 

Short said she is hopeful 
of getting the details she 
wants before the four voting 
members of the committee 
start deciding in November 
which recommendations to 
send to the Legislature for 
passage in 2014.

Iran says it has new nuke offer

GENEVA— Iran is

The U.S. and its partners 
are approaching the talks 
with caution. They are eager 
to test Tehran’s new style 
since the June election of 
President Hassan Rouhani 
but insist that it will take 
more than words to advance 
the negotiations and end 
crippling international 
sanctions. 

Iran has long insisted 
it does not want nuclear 


weapons and that its nuclear 
program is entirely peaceful 
- a position received with 
skepticism in Western 
capitals. But Iranian officials 
from Rouhani down say 
their country is ready to 
meet some international 
demands to reduce its 
nuclear activities and build 
trust. 

Deputy Foreign 
Minister Abbas Araghchi, 
a senior member of Iran’s 
negotiating team, said 
Sunday that Tehran is 
bringing a new proposal to 
the talks to dispel doubts 
about the nuclear program. 
While offering no details, 
he told Iran’s student news 
agency ISNA that the 
Islamic Republic should 
“enter into a trust-building 
path with the West.” 


“In their point of view 
trust-building means taking 
some steps on the Iranian 
nuclear issue, and in our 
view trust is made when 
the sanctions are lifted,” 
Araghchi said. 

No final deal is expected 
at the two-day session. 

However, if the Iranians 
succeed in building trust, 
the talks - including the 
U.S>., Britain, France, Russia, 
China and Germany - could 
be the launching pad for a 
deal that has proved elusive 
since negotiations on Iran’s 
nuclear program began in 
2003. 

That would reduce the 
threat of war between Iran 
and Israel and possibly the 
United States. The latter two 
have vowed never to accept 
a nuclear-armed Iran. 


From the six-power 
perspective, the ideal 
outcome would be for 
Tehran to scale back aspects 
of its nuclear program that 
many nations fear could 
aid in making a bomb. That 
would trigger a gradual 
lifting of the economic 
sanctions on Iran. 

On the eve of the talks, a 
senior U.S. administration 
official said Washington was 
encouraged by Rouhani’s 
more moderate tone 
and would test Tehran’s 
intentions in the coming 
days. 

But the official, who was 
not authorized to speak 
on the record, said the 
United States would insist 
on confidence-building 
measures “that address our 
priority concerns.”

Three Americans were 
awarded the Nobel prize 
in economics Monday for 
work that helped answer 
this crucial question: What 
determines die prices of an 
asset, whether a stock, bond 
or a house? 

The winners of the $1.23 
million prize were Eugene 
Fama and Lars Peter 
Hansen of the University 
of Chicago and Robert 
Shiller of Yale. Their work 
has led to everything from 
low-fee index mutual funds 
to a deeper understanding 
of why home prices can 
become irrationally high, as 
they did in the last decade. 

Fama and Shiller are 
considered direct opposites 
in their views of how 
markets sort out the prices 
of financial assets. Fama, 74, 
is a father of the “efficient 
markets hypothesis,” the idea 
that because markets are 
very good at incorporating 
all known information about 


the value of an asset, it can 
be a fool’s errand to try to 
predict in what direction 
the price of a stock or bond 
will go. Shiller is a leading 
proponent of the idea that 
markets, driven as they are 
by human psychology, can 
create large and sustained 
mispricings, such as in the 
late 1990s when excessive 
optimism drove the 
stock market into bubble 
territory. He is a student of 
“behavioral economics,” 
the study of how quirks 
in human psychology can 
create results that traditional 
economic theory would not 
predict. 

With the joint award, 
the Nobel committee 
was in effect fusing those 
competing schools of 
thought into a unified 


theory to recognize what 
economists now understand 
about where asset prices 
come from. 

Fama’s research is 
fundamental to modem 
finance theory, though his 
work has been tarnished 
some in recent years by wild 
swings in financial markets 
that have suggested they are 
anything but rational. 

Fama’s “efficient markets 
hypothesis” holds that 
investors can do just as well 
or better by investing in 
stock index funds as they 
can by trying to time the 
market and pick individual 
stocks. Anything they think 
they know about the future 
prospect of a company, 
in other words, is almost 
certainly already reflected in 
its share price.

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Furloughs at spy agencies put country at risk

Washington— It may 

be one of the most serious 
missteps of the federal 
government shutdown. 

After weeks of planning, 
the nation’s spy chief sent 
home nearly three-quarters 
of the workers at the 
government’s intelligence 
agencies when faced with 
the partial shutdown. The 
move, James Clapper later 
admitted himself, put the 
United States at greater risk 
of terrorist attacks. He then 
reversed course and brought 
thousands of employees 
back to work. 

A review by McClatchy 
finds that lawmakers, former 
intelligence officials and 
national security experts say 
they were shocked that the 
administration furloughed 
the bulk of federal workers 
at 16 intelligence agencies, 
many of them tasked 
with the most important 
job in the government: 
safeguarding lives. 

“It’s difficult for me to 
understand,” said Leon 
Panetta, who served as the 
director of the CIA and the 
secretary of defense under 
President Barack Obama. 
“People that are involved in 
our intelligence are critical. 
You can’t possibly put 70 
percent on furlough and not 
harm national security.” 

Some accuse Obama 
administration officials of 
deciding whom to send 
home based on politics, 


seeking to dramatize the 
impact of the shutdown 
as part of a plan to blame 
Republicans in the House of 
Representatives for blocking 
a budget deal and failing to 
pay for important or basic 
services. 

“The president is, of 
course, taking every step 
necessary as president to 
ensure the security of the 
American people,” White 
House spokesman Jay 
Carney said. “There are 
consequences to shutdown, 
and they extend far beyond 
closures of parks and 
memorials or other things 
that we’ve heard a lot 
about.” 

But others say the process 
was surprisingly haphazard 
- a moving target based on 
public pressure, differing 
legal opinions, a new law 
passed to ensure that the 
military got paid, even a 
change of heart. 

Spokesmen at the 
White House and National 
Security Council referred 
specific questions to 
Clapper, the director of 
national intelligence. 

His office didn’t respond 
to repeated requests for 
comment. 

Clapper’s office initially 
estimated that 72 percent of 
intelligence employees had 
been furloughed, though the 
exact numbers are classified.

Clapper told senators that 
he couldn’t guarantee that 
the United States would 
remain safe, something he 
said he’d warned Obama 
about as the shutdown 
began: “I don’t feel I can 
make such a guarantee to

each day of the shutdown 
goes by.” 

Though some 
conservative Republicans 
questioned whether he was 
exaggerating to make the 
situation appear more dire, 
national security experts say 
they didn’t doubt Clapper.

Adding to the chaos, 


police wielding sticks 
charged the pilgrims to try 
to contain the crowd.

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Don’t let crisis fatigue 
change investment plans

O ver at least the 

past five years, the 
financial and 
political 

community has seen one 
drama play out after the 
next, each incident a great 
hook for the media, coming 
with dates and deadlines for 
things to get better or 
worse, with a tinge of self- 
fulfilling prophecy. 

The problem may not 
be the crisis, so much as a 
“crisis addiction.” 

In the last year alone, 
we have moved from the 
fiscal cliff to the federal 
government shutdown 
to the prospect of hitting 
the debt ceiling, and that 
ignores the “Will they or 
won’t they and when” 
storyline of the Federal 
Reserve cutting back its 
support for the economy 
that has been a nearly 
constant undercurrent to all 
market outlooks. 

With each passing crisis, 
investors need just a bit 
more to stay interested, thus 
bigger, scarier headlines to 
keep them from tuning out, 
whether the events warrant 
that kind of attention or 
not. 

Meanwhile, each event 
is weighed and measured 
as a possible “investable 
moment,” the proverbial 
buying opportunity or the 
wicked value trap. 

And yet, what investors 
most need to remember is 
that making snap decisions 
based on current events is 
far more likely to do long- 
lasting damage to a lifetime 
portfolio than any of these 
passing news events. 

While the current federal 
furloughs - and ancillary 
cutbacks that have been 
spreading throughout 
supporting private 
businesses - could do real 
damage to the finances of 
the affected worker, there 
is no 35-year-old investor 
who will look back in three 
decades saying, “I got to 
retire five years early thanks 
to all the money I made 
around the government 
shutdown of 2013,” just as 
there are no senior citizens 
today reminiscing about 
how their retirement was 
delayed because of how 
they invested around the 
closure of 1976. 

Perhaps the best proof 
that investors don’t want to 
derail their long-term plans 
around the latest crisis is 
that experts - judging from 
the market observers who 
have talked with me on 
my show MoneyLife since 
the shutdown began - are 
split over whether investors 
should be bargain-hunting 
or searching for shelter 
during any downturns 
associated with current 
events. 

Elaine Garzarelli - who 
earned her Wall Street 
legend by being just about 
the only forecaster to 
correctly call the 1987 - 
market crash - noted 
that there have been 17 


shutdowns since 1976, and 
one debt-ceiling stalemate 
(in 2011). 

“I think the media’s 
got to do something,” 
said Garzarelli, who runs 
Garzarelli Capital. “We’ve 
been through this before. . . . 
The stock market basically 
does the same thing, it just 
might happen a little faster 
and a little more extreme.” 

Garzarelli is one of 
several experts to fall into 
the “no big deal” category. 

In fact, most experts agreed 
that the debt-ceiling issue 
has far more potential 
to be damaging than the 
shutdown. 

“The debt ceiling, you 
can’t really fool around with 
that because the minute 
you start raising the specter 
of borrowers not going to 
honor the obligations for 
whatever reason - and this 
one is ridiculous . . . because 
rarely do people default on 
their debts because they 
decide that they shouldn’t 
have taken them on and 
don’t want to pay them . . . 
you hasten a diminished 
view of the United States 
as a global power,” said 
Zachary Karabell, president 
of RiverTwice Research. 

And that’s precisely 
why even the optimists 
are saying they would not 
view the shutdown as a 
buying opportunity, at least 
until they see how the next 
looming event plays out. 

Patrick O’Hare, chief 
market analyst for Briefing, 
com noted that “if you get 
up to the Oct. 17 deadline 
and you still have Congress 
playing with fire and 
maybe you don’t get that 
agreement on that drop 
date, then people could 
get really nervous and you 
could see some nasty price 
action to the downside.” 

O’Hare acknowledged 
that the consensus view 
“is that you’ll see a nice, 
big rally after this deal gets 
done,” but he said that’s 
why there is more downside 
risk in this situation than 
buying opportunity. 

But Brian Sullivan, 
chief investment officer 
at Regions Investment 
Management, speaking for 
that consensus, said that 
investors need to keep the 
situation in perspective and 
step away from the rhetoric. 

“There is real trouble 
from a governmental 
standpoint, there is not real 
trouble from an investment 
standpoint,” Sullivan 
said. “The fact that our 
government can’t operate 
is a serious, serious issue, 
but it’s not one that is going 
to affect the economy in 
the long run. ... It is, for 
investors, just noise, and an 
opportunity in my opinion 
... to invest in stocks on the 
cheap.” 

The interesting takeaway 
from a series of interviews 
that have led to anything 
but agreement on what 
happens next is that for all 
of its problems, investors 
will still find the domestic 
market more attractive in 
the long run than bonds 


and most foreign markets. 

Forget the short- 
term potential trading 
opportunity or scare, 
and both sides seem to 
agree that they’ll continue 
investing in domestic 
stocks, because for as bad is 
it seems right now, it’s still 
the market where they feel 
most comfortable for the 
long term. 

What’s more, don’t look 
for a crisis - and change 
investment plans - as if you 
are in one. Tom McIntyre 
noted that long-term bonds 
still yield next to nothing 
and that gold prices have 
continued to fall, not the 
kind of thing anyone would 
expect in a situation when 
an implosion appears 
imminent. 

The troubles of 2013 
- from the fiscal cliff 
to sequestration to the 
shutdown and the debt 
ceiling - have all occurred 
while the market was 
reaching new highs. 

“These are not real crises 
in the sense that we saw 
in 2008 when the banking 
system was at risk or in 
1998 when Long-Term 
Capital had leveraged 
the entire financial global 
accounts to the point of 
danger,” McIntyre said. 
“Those were real crises. . . . 
I’ve seen crises and I have 
seen this, and this is not 
what I would call a real 
crisis.”

But Brian Sullivan, 
chief investment officer 
at Regions Investment 
Management, speaking for 
that consensus, said that 
investors need to keep the 
situation in perspective and 
step away from the rhetoric. 

“There is real trouble 
from a governmental 
standpoint, there is not real 
trouble from an investment 
standpoint,” Sullivan 
said. “The fact that our 
government can’t operate 
is a serious, serious issue, 
but it’s not one that is going 
to affect the economy in 
the long run. ... It is, for 
investors, just noise, and an 
opportunity in my opinion 
... to invest in stocks on the 
cheap.” 

The interesting takeaway 
from a series of interviews 
that have led to anything 
but agreement on what 
happens next is that for all 
of its problems, investors 
will still find the domestic 
market more attractive in 
the long run than bonds 
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kind of thing anyone would 
expect in a situation when 
an implosion appears 
imminent.

That confidence-building plan 
calls for Iran to freeze its higher- 
level enrichment of uranium 
and accept more inspections in 
exchange for the easing of several 
second-order sanctions, including 
a ban on trading in gold. Several 
reports, including one in the 
Wall Street Journal, have said 
that Tehran may be preparing an 
offer that meets several of those 
terms, including the enrichment 
restriction. 

If so, that would signal a major 
change in position by Supreme 
Leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, 
who has repeatedly rejected 
both interim and comprehensive 
offers to end the standoff over the 
nuclear program. 

But the Obama administration 
should not necessarily be 
prepared to accept an Iranian 
“yes” for an answer, even if it is 
unqualified. That is because Iran’s 
continued development of its 
nuclear infrastructure during the 
course of this year has tom some 
big holes in what was intended to 
be a temporary safety net.

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Inoculating Washington from high health costs

A cross Washington, 
vaccination 
campaigns are 
improving 
residents’ well-being. 

Just five years ago, our 
state’s kindergartners were 
the least vaccinated in the 

country, with 
a vaccine 
opt-out 
rate of 7.6 
percent.

Centers for Disease Control, 
that number has fallen to 
just 4.6 percent, a trend that 
is likely behind the recent 
decline in whooping cough 
cases. 

But while the health 
benefits of vaccines are 
widely recognized, the 
economic significance of 
these treatments is just now 
becoming apparent. In the 
next few years, advances in 
vaccines will help reduce 
health-care costs while 


creating countless new jobs. 
Our state could find itself 
at the center of this medical 
and economic revolution 
- but only if state leaders 
continue to support policies 
that make Washington a 
welcome place for medical 
innovation. 

Vaccines are currently 
one of the most exciting 
areas of medical research. 
Some 27 1 new vaccines 
are in development for 
treating or preventing 
everything from malaria 
and HIV/AIDS to cancer. 
Aside from their obvious 
medical benefits, these new 
vaccines will have a sizeable 
effect on our economy; 
averting disease helps 
keep Americans out of the 
hospital and soaring health- 
care costs in check. 

This relationship between 
medical innovation and 
health-care costs has been 
seen most obviously in the 
field of cancer research. 
University of Chicago 
economists have found that 
reducing cancer death rates 


by 10 percent could produce 
as much as $4.4 trillion in 
economic benefits. 

What does cancer 
research have to with 
vaccines? Quite a bit, it 
turns out. Many of the 
vaccines currently in the 
development pipeline are 
intended for the treatment 
of cancer. Unlike traditional 
vaccines, which prevent 
illness, cancer vaccines 
help patients fight off their 
disease once it’s already 
developed. 

Researchers are 
working on vaccines for 
treating breast cancer, 
ovarian cancer, lung 
cancer and pancreatic 
cancer, among many 
other forms of the illness. 
And our state is already 
a significant contributor 
to this groundswell of 
breakthroughs. Seattle- 
based Dendreon recently 
released a vaccine for those 
with prostate cancer. Other 
pharmaceutical companies 
with an office or operations 
I in Washington - such as 


Amgen, GlaxoSmithKline 
and Takeda - have been 
behind some of the 
field’s most impressive 
developments. 

Dozens of new vaccines 
are also being tested for 
the treatment of infectious 
diseases. Much like cancer 
medicines, treatments for 
this category of illness have 
an impressive record of 
reducing health spending. 

The eradication of 
smallpox in 1977 is 
estimated to save $300 
million a year. Every dollar 
spent on the measles- 
mumps-rubella vaccine, 
meanwhile, is thought to 
save $21 in medical costs. 
And every dollar spent on 
the humble flu shot prevents 
another $2 in related 
spending. 

Tomorrow’s infectious 
disease vaccines are also 
likely to carry impressive 
economic benefits. Consider 
malaria, a disease for which 
five new vaccines Arc in 
development. As Harvard 
economist Jeffrey Sachs 


has noted, countries with 
a high malaria rates have 
income levels that are only 
a third of countries where 
the illness is less prevalent. 
Advances in preventing 
malaria, therefore, could 
go a long way towards 
lifting developing nations 
out of poverty. Potential 
vaccinations for the Ebola 
virus, dengue fever, yellow 
fever, typhoid and cholera 
could have similar effects. 

Washingtonians are 
especially well situated 
to gain from this 
medical renaissance, as 
pharmaceutical research is 
already a vital part of our 
state economy. Bioscience 
firms support more than 
45,000 Washington jobs 
that, altogether, pay 
Evergreen Staters $1.1 
billion in compensation. The 
sector is also a significant 
source of state revenue, 
generating nearly $200 
million in taxes each year. 

If Washington continues to 
be a leader in the creation of 
new vaccines, our economy 


will be all the stronger for it. 

However, we can’t take 
this wave of innovation 
for granted. Our state is 
currently one of the best 
places in the nation to 
conduct biotechnology and 
pharmaceutical research, 
largely because of tax 
incentives designed to 
encourage investment in 
these fields. But, on average, 
the development of a new 
drug costs $1.3 billion and 
takes 10 to 15 years of 
research and development. 

Given this enormous 
expense, state leaders need 
to support policies that 
make it easier and more 
cost-effective for firms to 
carry out their research here 
in Washington. 

Washingtonians should 
be proud that our state is 
on the vanguard of vaccine 
innovation.

about his new neighborhood, 
and being interested in history, 
Stoddard started to look around, 
run Internet searches and visit 
locations identified in those 
searches. 

One was a nearby shopping 
center, mostly indistihguishable 
from many others in our first 
suburb. A Dollar Tree, a used 
book store, the ubiquitous nail 
salon. But under a large tree in 
the otherwise concrete expanse 
is a large stone marker with a 
weathered message etched into 
the stone. 

“Leschi 

Chief of the Nisquallies 

Martyr to the vengeance 

Of the unforgiving white man 

Was hanged 

300 yards S.E. from here 

February 19, 1858” 

The inscription goes on to 
say that the stone was placed by 
the Pierce County Pioneer and 
Historical Society 50 years ago. 

“Leschi was a square-built 
man, and I should judge would 
weigh about one hundred and 
seventy pounds. He was about 
five feet six inches tall. He had a 
very strong, square jaw and very 
piercing, dark brown eyes. He 
would look almost through you, a 
firm but not a savage look!’

Stoddard knows of my 
interest in local history, having 
designed The News Tribune pages 
containing columns I’ve done 
on the Murray Morgan Bridge 
restoration and the Tacoma 
totem pole. He told me his theory 
that the gallows erected for the 
hanging was likely just a few 
doors down from his own house. 

The story of Leschi is one of 
the most important and most 
fascinating in Washington state 
history and still resonates 155 
years after his death. Michael 
Sullivan, Tacoma’s former historic 
preservation officer, calls it “our 
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great Shakespearean tragedy.” 

In 1854, territorial Gov. Isaac 
Stevens designated Leschi and 
his half brother Quiemuth to 
negotiate for the Nisqually Tribe 
the document that would become 
the Medicine Creek Treaty. While 
some contemporary reports say 
Leschi signed the deal with an 
“X” that is in dispute. There is 
little disagreement, however, 
that once he understood the 
terms forced upon the 12 tribes 
in the region, he found them 
abhorrent. Most of the Nisqually 
Tribe’s traditional land was taken 
for white settlers, and a small 
reservation was carved out on a 
heavily wooded bluff overlooking 
Puget Sound without direct access 
to the Nisqually River. 

Leschi led about 300 
troops against the U.S. Army 
and territorial militia in a 
series of skirmishes over the 
next two years. One of those 
confrontations occurred Oct. 31, 
1855, at Connell Prairie in what 
is now east Pierce County. That is 
where A.B. Moses was killed. 

“He did not seem to be the 
least bit excited at all, and no 
trembling on him at all - nothing 
of the kind, and that is more than 
I could say for myself. In fact, he 
seemed to be the coolest of any on 
the scaffold.”

After failing to win a negotiated 
settlement, and after months of 
hiding, Leschi eventually decided 
to surrender to Army officers. 

He was kept at Fort Steilacoom 
while awaiting trial. Quiemuth, 
however^ after surrendering to 
Stevens himself, was murdered in 
the governor’s office during the 
night. 

Seeking revenge for what he 
considered a revolt, Stevens had 
Leschi charged with the murder of 
Moses. Leschi’s defense was that 
he wasn’t at the scene of Moses’ 
death, but even if he had been, 
the death was an act of war and 
couldn’t be punished as murder. 

The first trial ended in a hung 
jury, with pioneer settler Ezra 
Meeker among those voting to 
acquit after the judge told jurors 
that if they determined the death 
of Moses was an act of war, they 
could find Leschi not guilty. 

A second trial, without that 
key jury instruction, ended in a 
conviction and a death sentence. 
Antonio Rabbeson, a witness to 
the skirmish in which Moses died, 
had testified at both trials that he 
saw Leschi there. 

The U.S. Army at Fort 
Steilacoom was strenuously 
opposed to the trial and the 
sentence. To the officers, the 
battles came in the midst of a war, 
and any deaths were not murders 
but casualties. After trying to 
thwart the sentence, the Army 
turned Leschi over to a band of 
deputies from Thurston County. 
But because the military officers 
forbade the carrying out of the 
sentence on fort property, the 
execution was carried out a mile 
away. 

“He bowed to the spectators, 
prayed silently for several 
minutes, and spoke for the last 
time. He said he had made his 
peace with God and desired to 
live no longer. He bore no malice 
to no man save one, upon whom 
he invoked the vengeance of 
heaven!’

But where, exactly, was the 
execution carried out? Over the 
decades the landscape has been 
altered repeatedly. A golf course 
was on the ground in the first 
third of the last century. Then 
came the housing development. 
Stoddard found a few descriptions 
of the locations from witnesses. 

“A scaffold had previously been 
erected about a mile easterly from 
the fort, without the limits of the 
military reservation, in a sort of 
bowl-shaped depression in the 
prairie,” wrote Meeker in “The 
Tragedy of Leschi.” 

The editor of the Pioneer 
and Democrat described the 
site as being “in a low gulch in 
the prairie.” In “Puget’s Sound,” 
Murray Morgan calls it a “gentle 
valley on the prairie a mile east of 
Fort Steilacoom.” 

Two photos taken some years 
later, one including Meeker 
and another featuring historian 
W.P. Bonney, show the territory 
as being at the lowest spot of 
a natural amphitheater, grass- 
covered with a few deciduous 
trees on the ridge in the 
background. 

Standing in the middle of 
Leschi Road, thanks to the low- 
lying ranch houses that make up 
the development, it is possible 
to imagine the scene depicted in 
the historic photos. The driveway 
of a house recently sold or the 
roadway just in front seems the 
most likely spot. 

No marker commemorates the 
scene.

Leschi’s refusal to accept the 
first reservation, though it led to 
the Indian wars and his eventual 
death, won his people a slightly 
better deal with a larger and 
better-placed reservation. 

The Medicine Creek Treaty, 
once a symbol of shame and 
defeat for the tribes forced 
to accept its terms, became 
something else when federal 
courts ruled that the provisions 


regarding fishing and hunting 
rights gave the tribes the right 
tp half the catch. It is now 
the centerpiece of both their 
economies and their cultural life. 

In 2004, the Washington 
Senate passed a resolution 
proclaiming Leschi’s conviction 
and execution as an injustice, 
declared him a “great and noble 
man” and endorsed a move to 
have his conviction overturned by 
the state Supreme Court. 

Though it lacked jurisdiction 
over cases prosecuted before 
the state was admitted to the 
Union, then-Chief Justice Gerry 
Alexander convened a “Historical 
Court of Inquiry and Justice” 
to re-examine the case. After a 
mock trial before seven judges, 
including two active Supreme 
Court justices, Alexander declared 
the verdict: “Chief Leschi should 
not have been tried for the crime 
of murder.” 

In 1895, Leschi’s body was 
exhumed from a secluded spot 
off the reservation and reburied 
within its boundaries. It was 
moved again in 1917 to the 
Puyallup Tribal cemetery. A large 
tombstone identifies Leschi as 
“An Arbitrator Of His People.” It 
is that site that is conTmemorated 
by his tribe, many of whom can 
claim descendancy from the last 
chief of the Nisquallies. 

The tombstone contains this 
inscription: 

“Judicially murdered, 

February 19, 1858, owing to 
misunderstanding of Treaty of 
1854-55. Serving his people by his 
death. Sacrificed to a principle. A 
martyr to liberty, honor and the 
rights of people of his native land. 
Erected by those he died to serve.” 

“Leschi died manfully, without 
fear or faltering, had his last 
words calmly given, but put to 
shame, if they have any feelings, 
those who have persecuted him 
and sought his death.”

Stoddard knows of my 
interest in local history, having 
designed The News Tribune pages 
containing columns I’ve done 
on the Murray Morgan Bridge 
restoration and the Tacoma 
totem pole.

The story of Leschi is one of 
the most important and most 
fascinating in Washington state 
history and still resonates 155 
years after his death. Michael

“That’s why we turned when we 
did,” he explained. 

In the interview, Meyer said 
the videos didn’t depict the time 
when the swarm took place. 

He said his vehicle was charged 
after the aircraft flew away with 
Westbrook. 

“There was no way I was all 
the way up. I didn’t even push 
forward . . . until that bird was 
out of that,” he said. “The bird 
was off the deck when the swarm 
happened.” 

But the narrative in the book 
and a timeline in the appendix 
say the swarm occurred before 
the helicopter landed. The timing 
of the videos with Meyer’s run 
into the wash also corresponds 
with sworn statements given by 
Rodriguez-Chavez, Fabayo and 
other U.S. servicemen.

R enton — People are going 
to get tired of my response 
if they keep asking me to 
affix a letter grade to 
Seahawks performances.

The five fumbles, the special 
teams calamity and the halftime 
deficit were cause for some 
concern.

The final score of 20-13 was a 
margin closer than many expected 
at CenturyLink Field, where 
the Seahawks had been beating 
opponents by an average of 20 
points since the 1 1 -game home 
win streak started last season.

Tigers hope Verlander 
revives lost confidence

DETRorr-The last time Justin Verlander 
took the mound, his team’s season was on 
the line. 

The stakes won’t be quite that high for 
his next start, but the Detroit Tigers could 
certainly use another brilliant performance 
from their star right-hander after blowing 
a chance to take control of the American 
League Championship Series. 

Detroit wasted a five-run lead Sunday 
night in Game 2, allowing the Boston Red .

The Tigers looked like 
they were ready to roll 
through the series after they 
won the opener and took a 
5-0 lead in Game 2. Anibal 
Sanchez held Boston hitless 
for six innings on Saturday, 
and Max Scherzer allowed a run and two 
hits through seven innings Sunday. 

Boston trailed 5-1 in the eighth in Game 
2 before a remarkable rally against four 
relievers. Ortiz tied it with a two-out grand 
slam off closer Joaquin Benoit. 

“I made a mistake that I take full 
responsibility for,” Tigers manager Jim 
Leyland said.

Umpire Wally Bell 
dead of heart attack

Major League Baseball 
umpire Wally Bell, who 
worked the National League 
playoff series between the 
Pittsburgh Pirates and St. 
Louis Cardinals this month, 
has died. He was 48. 

Major League Baseball 
Confirmed Bell’s death 
Monday. He died of an 
apparent massive heart 
attack in Youngstown, Ohio. 

“All of us at Major League 
Baseball are in mourning 
tonight regarding the 
sudden passing of Wally 
Bell,” commissioner Bud 
Selig said in a statement. “I 
always enjoyed seeing Wally, 
who was a terrific umpire 
and such an impressive 
young man.” 

Bell became the first 
active MLB umpire to die 
since John McSherry died of 
a heart attack on the field in 
Cincinnati on opening day 
in 1996. 

Bell worked the 2006 
World Series and three All- 
Star games, including this 
year’s event at Citi Field in 
New York, where he was 
stationed at first base. A 
veteran of 21 big league 
seasons, he had also worked 
four league championship 
series since joining the 
major league staff in 1993. 

Fellow umpire John 
Hirschbeck told WFJM-TV 
in Youngstown that Bell was 
one on his dearest friends. 

“We worked together 
for 11 years,” Hirschbeck 
said. “He was like to a son 
to me, my wife Denise, very 


dear friend. It’s devastating. 
Wally was one of the first 
to call me and congratulate 
me on working the World 
Series.” 

According to Bell’s 
biography on MLB.com, his 
proudest moment as a big 
league umpire was returning 
to the field after having open 
heart surgery in 1999.

PA said court papers 
claim Mcllroy signed his 
contract with Dublin- 
based Horizon at the 
company’s Christmas party 
“in circumstances of great 
informality” and without 
having seen a draft of the 
agreement before it was 
given to him to sign.

Tigers hope Verlander 
revives lost confidence

DEmoiT-The last time Justin Verlander 
took the mound, his team’s season was on 
the line. 

The stakes won’t be quite that high for 
his next start, but the Detroit Tigers could 
certainly use another brilliant performance 
from their star right-hander after blowing 
a chance to take control of the American 
League Championship Series. 

Detroit wasted a five-run lead Sunday 
night in Game 2, allowing the Boston Red . 
Sox to even the series with a 6-5 victory. 
David Ortiz’s tying grand slam in the eighth 
inning snapped the Red Sox out of a hitting 
funk, and if Boston goes on to win the 
pennant, there may be little doubt about the 
turning point in this series. 

Verlander’s job is to steady the defending 
AL champion Tigers. 

“Obviously, that was a tough one,” 

Verlander said. “At the same 
time, you know this series 
is going to be a dogfight. 
Nobody is going to walk 
over anybody.” 

The Tigers looked like 
they were ready to roll 
through the series after they 
won the opener and took a 
5-0 lead in Game 2. Anibal 
Sanchez held Boston hitless 
for six innings on Saturday, 
and Max Scherzer allowed a run and two 
hits through seven innings Sunday. 

Boston trailed 5-1 in the eighth in Game 
2 before a remarkable rally against four 
relievers. Ortiz tied it with a two-out grand 
slam off closer Joaquin Benoit. 

“I made a mistake that I take full 
responsibility for,” Tigers manager Jim 
Leyland said. “I should have just reminded 
him that we didn’t want Ortiz to really beat 
us. He tried to make a great pitch. He tried 
to get it low and away out of the strike zone, 
but he didn’t get it there.” 

Boston managed to win one of two at 
home despite striking out 32 times - eight 
more than the previous record for the 
first two games of an LCS, set by the Los

Angeles Dodgers a day earlier. The Red Sox 
are hopeful their bats will come around, 
starting Tuesday against Verlander in Game 
3 at Comerica Park. 

“I think we certainly gained some 
confidence in the last couple innings,” 
Boston manager John Farrell said. “The 
work of Sanchez and Scherzer has been 
nothing short of spectacular. ... We feel like 
tomorrow’s starter in Verlander is going to 
be a similar, if not a more difficult challenge, 
than what we faced already.” 

After a pedestrian regular season by his 
standards, Verlander pitched 15 scoreless 
innings in the division series against 
Oakland, including eight in a winner-take- 
all Game 5. 

The Tigers have taken no-hitters into at 
least the sixth inning in three straight games, 
a remarkable feat even for a staff that set a 
major league record with 1,428 strikeouts 
during the regular season. 

Detroit’s starters have picked up where 
they left off during last year’s American 
League playoffs, when the Tigers’ rotation 
posted a 1.02 ERA through the division 
series and ALCS. Detroit won the AL 
pennant before being swept by San 
Francisco in the World Series. 

“We’ve got a starting rotation that’s 
relentless, and I said that before the series 
started. Every guy has their unique ability 
to shut down a team in their own way,” 
Verlander said. “I’m just one of the four guys 
right now.” 

The Red Sox will send John Lackey to the 
mound to face Verlander. Lackey made 29 
starts during the regular season, posting a 
3.52 ERA after missing all of 2012 following 
elbow ligament-replacement surgery. 

“We’ve got a great lineup. I’m going into 
the game with a great group of guys behind 
me,” Lackey said. “Those guys are going to 
fight (Verlander). He’s kind of our lineup’s 
problem. I’ve got my own problems with 
their lineup.”

Hey, Boston cop: 
A little help here?

Detroit— Veteran 
Boston cop Steve Horgan 
is a hero in Beantown. Torii 
Hunter sees it a bit differently. 

“Protect and serve,” 
Detroit’s outfielder mused 
Monday. “Take that off his 
badge” 

Hunter was involved 
in what has been the 
most talked-about play of 
the postseason, crashing 
headfirst into the Red Sox 
bullpen after tumbling over 
the wall in pursuit of David 
Ortiz’s tying grand slam in 
Game 2 of the American 
League Championship 
Series on Sunday night. 

A photo destined to 
become iconic - especially 
if the Red Sox, who rallied 
from a 5-0 deficit for a 6- 
5 victory that evened the 
best-of-seven series, end up 
going to the World Series 
- emerged as Ortiz’s blast 
settled, into bullpen catcher 
Mani Martinez’s glove. 

The shot showed Hunter, 
his head obscured by the 
wall and legs pointed 
skyward, and Horgan, 
arms thrust upward 
enthusiastically cheering. 

As bedlam overtook 
Fenway Park, Hunter took 
note of several Red Sox 
pitchers coming to his aid. 

“You could hear Ryan 
Dempster and a couple 
other guys just kind of 
saying, ‘Dude, that’s a great 


effort, are you all right?’ ” 
Hunter said, adding that 
he still was hurting “toe to 
head” Monday and was 
about to receive treatment. 
“They put that (being rival 
players) aside trying to take 
care of human life. Unlike 
the cop. Terrible. He didn’t 
help me at all.” 

Earlier, Hunter said: 

“This son of a gun’s got his 
hands up. Help me, then 
cheer, fool. Wish I would 
have kicked him in the face.” 

It was difficult to tell just 
how serious the typically 
genial Hunter was. He 
grinned at times during his 
cop rant, although he wasn’t 
laughing. But he was quite 
serious when discussing the 
play, which may have turned 
the series on its ear. 

Hunter, 38, has made 
plenty of highlight reels in 
his career stealing home 
runs. Ortiz’s blast off 
Jbaquin Benoit with two 
outs in the eighth inning tied 
the score at 5, but Hunter 
thought he had a shot at it. 

“I could have caught the 
ball,” Hunter said. “As I was 
pursuing the ball, I lost it in 
the lights. At the end of the 
day, if I catch that ball, we 
win that game ...” 

“Coming in, we were 
saying getting one (in 
Boston) would suffice,” 
Hunter added. “But it hurts. 
It could have been 2-0, no 
doubt about it. But we’ll 
take 1-1.”

Arkansas athletic director 
Jeff Long will be the first 
chairman of the College 
Football Playoff selection 
committee, and the rest 
of the 13-member panel 
that will decide which 
teams play for the 2014 
national championship 
will be officially revealed 
Wednesday. 

The announcement of 
Long to lead the committee 
and act as a spokesman was 
made Monday. 

A news conference will 
be held Wednesday at the 
College Football Playoff’s 
new offices in Irving, Texas, 
with Long and executive 
director Bill Hancock 
unveiling the rest of the 
members. 

The names of the other 
members expected to be on 
the committee, however, 


already have been reported 
by media outlets. 

Long is among five current 
athletic directors, along with 
West Virginia’s Oliver Luck, 
Wisconsin’s Barry Alvarez, 
Clemson’s Dan Radakovich 
and Southern California’s 
Pat Haden. 

Also expected to be 
on the committee are 
former Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice; 
retired Lt. Gen Michael 
Gould; former Big East 
commissioner Mike 
Tranghese; former Nebraska 
coach Tofti Osborne; former 
Notre Dame, Stanford and 
Washington coach Tyrone 
Willingham; former NFL 
and Mississippi quarterback 
Archie Manning; former 
NCAA vice president Tom 
Jemstedt; and former college 
sportswriter Steve Wieberg. 

The committee will pick 


the four teams to play in 
the national semifinals in 
the new postseason system 
that will replace the Bowl 
Championship Series after 
this season. The winners will 


play about a week later for 
the national championship. 

Long has led the athletic 
department at Arkansas 
since 2008 after holding the 
same position at Pittsburgh. 


He played football and 
baseball at Ohio Wesleyan. 

“I’m very humbled and 
honored to serve as the first 
chairman of the College 
Football Playoff Selection 
Committee,” Long said 
in a statement. “There is 
no doubt our task will be 
challenging. However, 

I am confident in the 
committee members’ ability 
to determine the four best 
teams in college football.” 

BAHAMAS BOWL 

A new bowl game will 
be played in Nassau, 
Bahamas, starting in 2014. 
The Bahamas Bowl will 
be part of a series of bowls 
shared by the Mid-American 
Conference, American 
Athletic Conference, Sun 
Belt, Mountain West and 
Conference USA.

The Cougars won’t have 
time to commiserate. Next 
up is No. 2 Oregon. 

The Cougars led the 
Beavers late in the third 
quarter before giving up 
the final 35 points. Center 
Elliott Bosch said the 
team has already put the 
meltdown 
behind. 

“Yeah, 
definitely,” 
Bosch said. 
“I think 
everyone 
believes in 
what we’re 
doing, has 
bought in 
and believes 
in ourselves as a team. Yeah, 
we made some mistakes and 
we don’t like the outcome 
but we know we have to put 
it behind us and we have a 
big game this week to look 
forward to.” 

That improvement has 
already manifested itself 
this season. Last season the 
Cougars lost six in a row 
after a 51-26 loss to Oregon 
in Seattle. 

This year, after getting 
blasted against Stanford, 55- 
17, WSU came back to beat 
California, 44-22. 

Now the challenge will be 
to replicate that resilience 
against an undefeated 
Oregon team. 

“We just have to keep 
playing, it’s as simple as 
that,” WSU coach Mike 
Leach said. “There’s no 
magic formula.” 

Still, whether or not the 
Cougars improve will rest 
largely on the shoulders of 
inconsistent quarterback 
Connor Halliday. 

After a virtuoso 


that saw the Ferris High 
graduate throw for 521 
yards, Halliday threw three 
fourth-quarter interceptions 
Saturday. 

That inconsistency has 
haunted the career of a 
quarterback who is third 
in the country in passing 
yards, but leads the nation in 
interceptions. 

“It’s apparent that he can 
play better and I thought he 
played really well for three 
quarters,” said Leach. 

RECEIVERS IMPROVING 

While the team as a 
whole took a step back 
against the Beavers, WSU’s 
wide receivers continued to 
show improvement. 

Vince Mayle, in 
particular, is turning into a 
reliable target for Halliday. 

“I think Vince, the last 
couple games, has emerged 
as a really explosive player 
and I think he continues to 
get better,” Leach said. “And 
he’s got a physical quality to 
what he does.” 

Entering the Cal game, 
Mayle had two touchdowns 
in his WSU career. He 
matched that total against 
the Golden Bears, and 
tacked on another against 
Oregon State. 

One of his touchdowns 
against Cal was a 71 -yard 
sprint to the end zone. 
Against the Beavers, Mayle 
used his 6-foot-4, 240- 
pound frame to fight for a 
jump ball. 

At the H-receiver 
position, Rickey Galvin is 
making a statement. Leach 
said the game against Cal 
was the best he’s seen this 
year from Galvin, who 
entered the program as a 
running back. He followed 
that up with four receptions 
for 39 yards against the 
Beavers. 

“I thought Rickey played 
pretty good last week,” 

Leach said. “I think we’ve 
got to improve, no question.

By Sarkisian’s admission, 
the Huskies didn’t do that 
during Saturday’s 45-24 
loss to Oregon at Husky 
Stadium.

DRUG TESTING 

Did Jamaicans sprint past drug testing?

Olympics, but a report says the country was lax in drug testing prior to the 2012 London Olympics.

A year after Usain Bolt 
made history at the London 
Olympics and declared 
himself “a living legend,” 
a bombshell dropped 
largely unnoticed in The 
Gleaner, the Caribbean’s 
oldest newspaper: A former 
director of the Jamaica Anti- 
Doping Commission alleged 
the island didn’t drug-test its 
athletes for entire months 
before they dazzled at the 
Summer Games. 

Statistics compiled by 
former JADCO executive 
director Renee Anne Shirley 
indicated a near-complete 
breakdown in the agency’s 
out-of-competition testing 
from January 2012 to 
the July opening of the 
Olympics. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, JADCO 
chairman Herbert Elliott 
dismissed Shirley’s figures as 
lies and described her as “a 
bit demented” and “a Judas.” 

But the World Anti- 
Doping Agency confirmed 
to The AP that there was, 
as Shirley asserted, “a 
significant gap of no testing” 
by JADCO while athletes 
trained for London - and 
that it would launch an 
“extraordinary” audit of the 
Jamaican agency. 

What’s more, 
International Olympic 
Committee medical chiefs, 
WADA and Britain’s anti- 


doping agency, which 
also worked on London’s 
massive drug-testing 
program, told The AP that 
they were kept in the dark 
about Jamaican testing 
lapses that Shirley exposed 
in her August letter to The 
Gleaner. 

“There was a period of 
. . . maybe five to six months 
during the beginning part 
of 2012 where there was 
no effective operation,” 
WADA director general 
David Howman said in an 
interview. "No testing. There 
might have been one or two, 
but there was no testing.” 

Jamaican stars didn’t go 
completely untested before 
London. Track and field’s 
governing body, the LAAF, 
says it extensively tested elite 
Jamaicans, including Bolt 
more than 12 times last year. 
History’s fastest human has 
never failed a drug test. 

Jamaica won eight of 12 
individual sprint medals 
in London. Bolt became 
the first man to win both 
the 100 and 200 meters 
at consecutive games and 
anchored Jamaica’s relay 
victory in world-record time. 

It isn’t possible to judge 
with any certainty whether 
the gaps in Jamaica’s testing 
opened a door to cheating, 
particularly because other 
agencies refuse to say how 
many tests were conducted 
on the Jamaicans in 2012. 

The revelations by 


Shirley, however, were 
alarming enough to prompt 
action. While WADA has 
audited Jamaica’s testing 
regime before, Howman 
said its new action is a direct 
response to the problems 
Shirley exposed and to 
positive doping tests this 
year for five athletes who 
competed for Jamaica in 
London. They include 
former world 100 record 


holder Asafa Powell and 
Sherone Simpson, an 
Olympic 4xl00-relay gold 
and silver medalist. 

“It’s an extraordinary 
visit,” Howman said. 
Jamaica is “a high priority. 

. . . They’re on our radar.” 

WADA is unhappy 
Jamaica hasn’t agreed to 
a swift inspection. Elliott 
said JADCO couldn’t 
accommodate the auditors 


when WADA wanted and 
isn’t expecting the visit 
before the end of the year. 

Shirley said JADCO 
conducted 96 tests in 
competition in 2012 before 
the Olympics, all in May and 
June at an invitational meet 
and the national trials. But 
away from the those events, 
there was no Jamaican 
testing for five of the seven 
months before the London 


Games, she said. 

After 10 tests in February 
and one in April, JADCO’s 
out-of-competition program 
stopped, according to 
Shirley’s figures. 

IOC medical commission 
chairman Arne Ljungqvist 
and Patrick Schamasch, 
who retired as IOC medical 
director after London, 
said they weren’t told of 
the testing gap. They said 
they could have ordered 
additional tests on Jamaica’s 
team had they known. 

“For certain, we weren’t 
informed of anything about 
Jamaica,” Schamasch said. 
“Had we been told that 
JADCO wasn’t able to test 
beforehand, we possibly 
could have readjusted our 
aim a little bit.” 

Ljungqvist said: “Jamaica 
is far from being alone, you 
know? We know that out- 
of-competition testing in 
the proper way is not being 
conducted unfortunately 
in many parts of the world. 
One shouldn’t single out 
Jamaica.” 

But Jamaica isn’t just 
any country. Led by Bolt, it 
dethroned the U.S. as the 
dominant sprinting power at 
the past two Olympics. 

“It’s almost abnormal, 
OK? Let’s face it. For a 
country of less than 3 
million people,” Shirley said. 
“What, you’re saying there’s 
something peculiar in the 
water in Jamaica?”

Hankel, that’s a lot. 

“She is a very good player 
despite her size,” he said. 
“She plays a lot bigger than 
that, and she has played 
fantastically for us.

“As long as I get to play, I 
don’t really care. I appreciate 


the time I am given.” 

Even more so these 
days. Cabral sustained a 
concussion in Curtis’ 3-2 
victory at Puyallup on Oct. 

5 and sat out the following 
game. 

When Cabral returned 
Thursday against Todd 
Beamer, it was clear she 
was not at full strength. The 
Vikings also looked out of 


sorts, especially after she 
left in the second half. They 
lost, 2-0, suffering their first 
defeat of the season. 

Nobody is panicking. 
Curtis returned 13 players 
from its 2012 state 
quarterfinal squad. The 
Vikings know how to win 
important matches. 

Getting Cabral healthy for 
the stretch run is of greater 


importance. 

“We saw the result of not 
having her at 100 percent 
when we lost to Beamer,” 
Hankel said. “But you don’t 
want to rush a player that is 
important to your team back 
too early. 

“She’s such a big part of 
our team - and I think she’s 
going to have a big influence 
on how we do this season.”

Jamaica track star Usain Bolt became the first man to win the 100 and 200 meters in consecutive 
Olympics, but a report says the country was lax in drug testing prior to the 2012 London Olympics. 


from January 2012 to 
the July opening of the 
Olympics. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, JADCO 
chairman Herbert Elliott 
dismissed Shirley’s figures as 
lies and described her as “a 
bit demented” and “a Judas.” 

But the World Anti- 
Doping Agency confirmed 
to The AP that there was, 
as Shirley asserted, “a 
significant gap of no testing” 
by JADCO while athletes 
trained for London - and 
that it would launch an 
“extraordinary” audit of the 
Jamaican agency. 

What’s more, 
International Olympic 
Committee medical chiefs, 
WADA and Britain’s anti- 


governing body, the IAAF, 
says it extensively tested elite 
Jamaicans, including Bolt 
more than 12 times last year. 
History’s fastest human has 
never failed a drug test. 

Jamaica won eight of 12 
individual sprint medals 
in London. Bolt became 
the first man to win both 
the 100 and 200 meters 
at consecutive games and 
anchored Jamaica’s relay 
victory in world-record time. 

It isn’t possible to judge 
with any certainty whether 
the gaps in Jamaica’s testing 
opened a door to cheating, 
particularly because other 
agencies refuse to say how 
many tests were conducted 
on the Jamaicans in 2012. 

The revelations by 


Shirley, however, were 
alarming enough to prompt 
action. While WADA has 
audited Jamaica’s testing 
regime before, Howman 
said its new action is a direct 
response to the problems 
Shirley exposed and to 
positive doping tests this 
year for five athletes who 
competed for Jamaica in 
London. They include 
former world 100 record 


holder Asafa Powell and 
Sherone Simpson, an 
Olympic 4xl00-relay gold 
and silver medalist. 

“It’s an extraordinary 
visit,” Howman said. 
Jamaica is “a high priority. 

. . . They’re on our radar.” 

WADA is unhappy 
Jamaica hasn’t agreed to 
a swift inspection. Elliott 
said JADCO couldn’t 
accommodate the auditors 


when WADA wanted and 
isn’t expecting the visit 
before the end of the year. 

Shirley said JADCO 
conducted 96 tests in 
competition in 2012 before 
the Olympics, all in May and 
June at an invitational meet 
and the national trials. But 
away from the those events, 
there was no Jamaican 
testing for five of the seven 
months before the London 
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could have readjusted our 
aim a little bit.” 

Ljungqvist said: “Jamaica 
is far from being alone, you 
know? We know that out- 
of-competition testing in 
the proper way is not being 
conducted unfortunately 
in many parts of the world. 
One shouldn’t single out 
Jamaica.” 

But Jamaica isn’t just 
any country. Led by Bolt, it 
dethroned the U.S. as the 
dominant sprinting power at 
the past two Olympics. 

“It’s almost abnormal, 
OK? Let’s face it. For a 
country of less than 3 
million people,” Shirley said. 
“What, you’re saying there’s 
something peculiar in the 
water in Jamaica?”

Hankel, that’s a lot. 

“She is a very good player 
despite her size,” he said.

Cabral sustained a 
concussion in Curtis’ 3-2 
victory at Puyallup on Oct. 
5 and sat out the following 
game. 

When Cabral returned 
Thursday against Todd 
Beamer, it was clear she 
was not at full strength. The 
Vikings also looked out of 


sorts, especially after she 
left in the second half. They 
lost, 2-0, suffering their first 
defeat of the season. 

Nobody is panicking. 
Curtis returned 13 players 
from its 2012 state 
quarterfinal squad. The 
Vikings know how to win 
important matches. 

Getting Cabral healthy for 
the stretch run is of greater 


importance. 

“We saw the result of not 
having her at 100 percent 
when we lost to Beamer,” 
Hankel said. “But you don’t 
want to rush a player that is 
important to your team back 
too early. 

“She’s such a big part of 
our team - and I think she’s 
going to have a big influence 
on how we do this season.”

The Associated Press 

In 1858, the seventh 
and final debate between 
senatorial candidates 
Abraham Lincoln and 
Stephen Douglas took place 
in Alton, 111.
